The Super State 


During the war, we accepted an 


enormous extension of the powers 
of government into every phase 
of our national life, on the grounds 
that it was essential to the 
achievement of maximum war ef- 
fort 


Now, with the war over by a 


year, we seem to still accept su- 
per-government, despite the ob- 
vious fact that, in principle, su- 
per-government was the 
main 


thing we were fighting the war 
against. 
Under the fascist system, gov- 


ernment owns or absolutely con- 
trols all the main productive re- 
sources of the country. And here 
in the United States, government 
is moving toward that end. 


One example of that is the elec- 


tric industry. The campaign to 
destroy the utilities through so- 
cialization began in earnest with 
the great TVA system. It moved 
on into the field of rural electri- 
fication. Now many 
influential 


public officials 
are 
advocating 


other great "regional 
systems 


which, would rapidly make private 
power development and operation 
a thing of the past. And this is 
being done in spite of the fact 
that the private industry is com- 
pletely capable of supplying our 
power needs, and that it supplied 
more than 80 per cent of the pow- 
er used by all war industry, and 
that its record of reducing costs 
•while paying enormous taxes is 
unexcelled. 


There can be no such thing as 


limiting government domination 
to one or a few ^industries. If 
the trend is permitted to con- 
tinue, it must inevitably end only 
when all industry is the creature 
of government The super-state is 
the ultimate in monoply. It cannot 
exist save through dictation. It 


never brook competition. And, 


or later, it abolisHes the 


right of dissent—precisely as was 
done in Germany, Italy and Ja- 
pan.

We 
l have either free government 
dictatorial government. And no 


halfway measures are possible. 
or 


Big corporations are tradition- 


ally-pictured as soulless. But the 
action of the A.&P. chain store 
management in New Tork during

When, as a result of the strike, 


the chain's 500 New York stores 
had to close because of lack of 
supplies, the 8000 employes were 
informed that they would be paid 
in full for the duration of the 
shutdown,,.since they were not to 
blame for the closing and should- 
n't be penalized. 


Certainly this was no more than 


just. But it seems a rather kindly 
and human gesture, too. Incident- 
ally, the gesture cost the com- 
pany something- like $400,000 a 
week—which isn't hay, even for a 
rich corporation.
